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GCSE and A-level media studies 
students have been left devastated 
after dozens of computers and 
camcorders containing saved work 
were stolen from Coombe Girls’ 
School. 

Up to 200 students who had been 
working on final year projects have 
been affected by the burglary at the 
Clarence Avenue site overnight on 
Sunday, February 10. 

Windows were broken on the sec¬ 
ond floor of the school and 18 
Apple iMacs, 10 tripods, six cam¬ 
corders and nine hard drives were 
among the stolen items. 

More than £31,000-worth of 
media studies equipment was 
stolen and the school is still count¬ 
ing the cost. 

Stephen Philip, who teaches 
media studies at the school, said: 
“We are very upset because the stu¬ 
dents were getting very close to 
getting their work done. 

“They have now been robbed of 
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that for several weeks. They were 
very angry and upset. It is a very 
frustrating time.” 

Headteacher Deborah Walls said: 
“We are devastated about the loss 
of this equipment. Media studies is 
a very successful subject in the 
school and the students really love 
it. 

“While we have saved backups of 
projects, the added stress and anxi¬ 
ety caused to staff and students is 
immeasurable. 

“It could not be a worse time for 
this to happen. This was our 
flagship room with all our best 
equipment.” 

The school, which had its equip¬ 
ment insured, has ordered new 
computers and hopes they will ar¬ 
rive in time for the school to start 
again on Monday. 

Students will be given extra time

to finish their projects and Mrs 
Walls said special consideration 
may be given by exam boards. 

Police believe more than one per¬ 
son could have been involved in the 
burglary and that a ladder may 
have been used to gain entry. 

Trainee detective Nicola Stopps 
said: “We believe this happened be¬ 


tween Sunday and Monday. 

“Someone has gained access on 
the second floor in the classroom 
and stolen various items of proper¬ 
ty. We believe they gained access 
using a ladder. 

“We believe you could not carry 
that amount of equipment without 
somebody seeing or hearing some¬ 
thing.” 

Judith Davies, chairwoman of 
governors at the school, said: “It is 
a very sad reflection on the com¬ 
munity that we have this wonder¬ 
ful school with such outstanding 
students, but it should be affected 
in this way.” 

There were six residential bur¬ 
glaries and three attempted bur¬ 
glaries in New Malden in the first 
two weeks of this month. 

Police are urging anyone with in¬

Council to farm out youth 
service work to save cash 


Funding to Kingston’s youth 
services could be cut over the 
next two years, according to 
the council’s proposed 
budget. 

With a drop in central Gov¬ 
ernment grants Kingston 
Council is looking to spend 
£50,000 less next year on 
youth services, and nearly 
£100,000 less the year after. 

The council spent £1.73m on 
youth services last year, up 
nearly £60,000 from the year 
before, but plans to stop di¬ 
rectly employing staff and 
pay other organisations to do 
the work instead. 

It currently runs seven 
youth centres, employing 12 
youth workers including 
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three at senior level. 

Councillor Rolson Davies, 
lead member for finance and 
resources, said: “There are 
organisations out there doing 
strong youth work. 

“The running costs are a di¬ 
rect saving on the council 
taxpayer. The other saving of 
course is in costs of staff. 

“The pension scheme in 
particular is a big drain when 
it comes to council staff 
costs. It is a shame to say this, 
but people are the largest 
cost to the organisation.” 

Laurie South, chairman of 
the Kingston Labour Party, 


said: “What politician would 
say, ‘we’re cutting this 
provision’? 

“They’re simply putting a 
spin and a gloss on it - if you 
believe that, you’ll believe 
anything.” 

Jonathan Melville-Thomas, 
director for children and 
youth work at YMCA London 
South West, said contracting 
out services could be a posi¬ 
tive step. 

He said: “I think that it is 
something which people are 
beginning to realise, that not 
everything has to be done by 
the council. 

“The voluntary sector has a 
lot of experience and a lot of 
very skilled youth workers 


who, when they put their 
minds together, can really do 
something good.” 

John Trend, director of 
youth work charity Oxygen, 
said: “I would be very con¬ 
cerned at any drop in funding 
that is targeted at supporting 
young people, especially 
given the impact that things 
like the benefit cap is going to 
have on families. 

“You are talking about rela¬ 
tionships with young people 
that take five or six years to 
develop, and it is that rela¬ 
tionship that you lose when 
you lose a member of staff.” 

Overall Kingston Council 
plans to save about £10m in 
the next financial year.

Surbiton resident Andrew 
Davis said: “[The] crazy 
thing is that after watching 
Richard Briers in the Good 
Life, he made me laugh for 
many a year is that I moved 
to Surbiton. Great man.”

Doctor ‘cried every 
day for nine months’

One of the most influential doc¬ 
tors in Kingston has opened up to 
the Kingston Guardian about the 
loss of his teenage daughter last 
year. 

Dr Naz Jivani’s 19-year-old 
daughter Stevie died suddenly 
after complaining of chest pains 
and collapsing in Kingston’s acci¬ 
dent and emergency department 
on April 21. 

The Birmingham University stu¬ 
dent, who was studying childhood, 
culture and education in her sec¬ 
ond year, had suffered a rupture of 
a major blood vessel around her 
heart. 

According to charity Cardiac 
Risk in the Young (Cry) at least 12 
young people die sudden deaths 
from undiagnosed heart condi¬ 
tions every week. 

Dr Jivani said: “Sometimes it is 
like being in a dream. You hope 
that one day you will wake up be¬ 
cause it is a nightmare. But it does¬ 
n’t happen. 

“It was a shock. As a doctor I feel 
so much guilt that I did not know 
something was wrong. It is very 
hard.” 

The entire family was screened 
following Stevie’s death and re¬ 
ceived the all-clear. 

This year they will be organising 
a tribute and charity event featur¬ 
ing music, song and dance to raise 
awareness about cardiac risk to 
the young at the Rose Theatre on 
June 6 - a day after Stevie would 
have celebrated her 21st birthday. 

Dr Jivani said: “Stevie was a 
very outgoing, happy 19-year-old 
who was always laughing. She 
wanted to be a primary school 
teacher. She had a boyfriend since 
she was 13 and they were looking 
forward to starting a future. 

“She was a good big sister. She 


loved singing, dancing and music. 
She had her whole life ahead of 
her.” 

He said his daughter was head¬ 
strong and always fought for a 
cause. 

As a 10-year-old she wrote to for¬ 
mer Prime Minister Tony Blair 
about her concerns over the Iraq 
war and even received a reply. 

Dr Jivani, who temporarily 
stood down from his role as the 
chairman of the powerful 
Kingston Clinical Commissioning 
Group after the death, described 
how Kingston Hospital called him 
while he was holidaying in Portu¬ 
gal and told him they had tried 
everything. 

Dr Jivani visits his daughter’s 
grave, just 500 yards away from his 
home in Bookham, every day be¬ 
fore going to work where he tries 
to keep busy. 

He said: “When I get home I just 
switch off. Most days we just cry. I 


never thought I could cry every 
day for nine months. I don’t want 
other parents to go through this.” 

Ciaran McConville, director of 
learning and participation at the 
Rose, said “We first got to know 
Maureen, Stevie’s mum, through 
our Rose Plus programme. We feel 
privileged to host the event that 
Maureen and Naz are organising 
in memory of their daughter, 
which we hope will raise both 
funds and awareness for a really 
important issue. 

“It is obviously a very personal 
evening, but I think it will also be a 
great celebration of an amazing 
young woman. 

“Both Maureen and Naz are very 
outgoing, strong and positive peo¬ 
ple, and they have put language, 
love and poetry at the heart of the 
evening. 

“As a theatre, those things are 
obviously dear to us, too. I hope 
that we get a great showing.”

Hand

Oceana nightclub has been 
told by a judge to hand over a 
list of crimes and incidents 
that had occurred at the 
superclub. 

The ruling came from an ap¬ 
peal pre-case management 
hearing at Wimbledon Magis¬ 
trates’ Court last Friday. 

The 2,000-person capacity 
nightclub was represented by 
national Best Bar None chair¬ 
man Philip Kolvin who argued 
against the release of its inci¬ 
dent log. 

He said: “If we are going to 
spend days of this court’s time 
talking about Jane and 
Michael who lost their phones 
please help us.” 

He also described handing 
over the log as unlawful, out¬ 
landish and completely incon¬ 
ceivable outside of a criminal 
investigation. 

But James Rankin, repre¬ 
senting the police, said: “This 
is not a fishing expedition. We 
are exercising our rights. This 
is not the first time there has 
been a complaint in the 
way the premises have been 
managed.” 

Leo Charalambides, repre¬ 


senting Kingston Council, said 
handing over an incident log 
was part of the club’s licensing 
condition and unwillingness to 
do so sparked some concerns. 

Despite being stripped of its 
licence in December last year, 
Oceana has remained open 
until its appeal was heard. 

Jamie Sanderson, 20, from 
Southall, died from a single 
knife wound inflicted inside 
the Clarence Street venue on 
October 25. 

The hearing also revealed se¬ 
nior police officers had refused 
to speak to senior management 
at the club, which is run 


by Luminar Leisure. 

The club was able to fight off 
demands for medical logs and 
CCTV footage of its medical 
room to be handed over. 

The request was turned 
down as it was felt the medical 
information was likely to be 
sensitive and personal. 

Mr Kolvin said: “Were the po¬ 
lice to request some 7,000 
hours of CCTV footage of the 
inner workings of a medical 
group my client would not 
comply with that request. But 
if what is being said is that my 
client does not have proce¬ 
dures in place to protect people 


then let us find that out.” 

A pre-trial hearing will be 
held on April 22 and the case 
has been allocated 10 days 
of court time beginning in May 
at Wimbledon Magistrates’ 
Court. 

An incident log for the three 
months before and after Octo¬ 
ber 24 has been ordered by 
Judge Baines. 

□ Ashley Milne, 22, and Bran¬ 
don Francis, 19, both of Peck- 
ham, Benjamin Onwuma, 20, 
of Walworth, and Levan 
Greenfield, 22, face trial in 
June accused of murdering Mr 
Sanderson.

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‘Cash above care’ as 
more hospital jobs go 


Kingston Hospital is being forced 
to put finance above patient care 
as it axes more jobs, health cam¬ 
paigners claim. 

The hospital is on course to shed 
another 46 midwife and nursing 
posts this year and next year 
plans to lose 73, as part of mea¬ 
sures to accommodate a national 
£20bn drop in NHS funding by 
2015. 

It plans to axe hundreds of 
posts, with a total of 231 removed 
this financial year and next, in¬ 
cluding 119 in nursing and mid¬ 
wifery, 60 in non-clinical roles and 
41 in scientific, therapeutic, and 
technical areas. 

When the five-year plans were 
announced in February 2011, 
Prime Minister David Cameron 
said the hospital should cut bu¬ 
reaucracy instead.

Julie Reay, co-founder of cam¬ 
paign group Health Alert 
Kingston, said hospitals around 
the country were in the same 
position. 

She said: “I don’t want to pick 
out Kingston particularly because 
I don’t think it’s any worse than 
anywhere else. 

“The issue is that they have been 
forced into this position - this is 
an ideological shift specifically 
pushed by the Government. It’s 
putting finance above patient 
care. 

“To get rid of midwife posts 
doesn’t make any sense. Are they 
saying Kingston Hospital is over¬ 
staffed so they can get rid of these 
people?” 


Nora Pearce, Unison representa¬ 
tive at Kingston Hospital, said: “I 
can’t see how they can afford to get 
rid of nursing staff - the place is 
always busy. 

“Everybody’s working at full tilt. 
There’s not a job to lose.” 

A Kingston Hospital spokeswom¬ 
an said: “Our challenge is to see 
the same number of patients with 
less money, with the same, or im¬ 
proved, quality of care. 

“We have put together a five-year 
plan, that shows where we expect 
the reduction in costs to come out. 
As with any long-term plan of this 
kind, a loss of some posts is to be 
expected. 

“However, we expect these to be 
absorbed as part of natural staff 
turnover as, on average, we see be¬ 
tween 300 and 400 staff leave each 
year.”

Food vouchers are issued by 
social workers and other 
front-line agencies including 
Kingston CAB and can be ex¬ 
changed at the Food Bank for 
emergency supplies.

It also ran food bank days at 
supermarkets across the bor¬ 
ough at the beginning of De¬ 
cember; this year collecting 
more than four tonnes in just 
two days. 

Paul admits that during the 
festive season the banks are 
often well stocked but insists 
that the generosity of the peo¬ 
ple of Kingston mean they are 
never in danger of running 
out food. 

He said: “I don’t want to say 
we have all we need because 
that might mean people stop 
giving but the people of 
Kingston give to us all year 
round. 

“When we started we had 
no idea how well we would 
cope but the response 
we have had has been 
unbelievable.

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Misery of pothole penny-pinching 


Motorists should brace 
themselves for up to two 
months’ worth of commuter 
misery, as a decade of 
reliance on cheap and brittle 
road repair materials finally 
takes its toll, warns campaign 
website, Potholes.co.uk. 

After the UK experienced 
more than 1ft of rainfall in 
November and December, 
with snow following in 
January, motorists will face 
increased journey times to 
work as councils and 
highways authorities close 
lanes for repairs and average 
speeds drop as drivers slow to 
avoid pockmarked roads. 

Potholes.co.uk says the 
laying of stone mastic asphalt 
as opposed to what it says is 
the more expensive, hard- 
wearing hot rolled asphalt - 
to surface and fix roads over 
the last 10-15 years - is now 


Rain and snow have taken their toll on our roads 


leaving Britain gridlocked. 

Data taken from 10,000 
pothole reports reveals that, 
not only are the craters 
appearing on the UK’s 
crumbling network deeper 
than ever before, increasing 
in depth from three to four 
inches on average in the last 
two years, but that the 
problem is not limited to 
smaller, rural roads. 

Duncan McClure Fisher, 
managing director of 
Warranty Direct, the 
company which runs the 
website, said: “The pothole 
epidemic is the direct result 
of years of under-investment 
in our roads by the 
Government. 

“Temporary fixes have just 





escalated the problem over “Unless more permanent 
the years, and our highways repair materials and methods 
have now got more holes than are adopted immediately, 
Swiss cheese. Britain may never again be 


able to get through a winter 
without having to contend 
with a Third World road 
network.” 

Potholes are created when 
moisture seeps into cracks in 
the street surface and freezes, 
cracking open the road when 
it freezes and expands. 

Last year was the second- 
wettest since records began 
in 1910, with an average 
of 1330.7mm falling on the 
UK. 

This combined with the 
recent heavy snowfall and 
freezing temperatures has 
created the ‘perfect pothole 
storm’, destined to tear apart 
the asphalt now used as 
standard for road repairs. 

Potholes are a major factor 


in causing axle and 
suspension failure, which 
counts for a third of 
mechanical issues on UK 
roads and costs British 
motorists an estimated 
£2.8billion every year. 

Authorities currently pay 
out more than £50million in 
compensation claims due to 
poor roads
